(Judas, Peter, Pilate, the High Priest) (bass). 


Johann Sebastian Bach's "Passion According 
to St. Matthew" has been recorded by the Choir 
of St. Thomas' Church, Leipzig with the Leipzig 
Gewandhaus Orchestra and a distinguished group 
of soloists under the direction of Gũnther Ramin. 
The recording, comprising 63 of the 78 items from 
the vocal score, is virtually a complete concert 
version of the oratorio. 


This set, recorded during the war under ad- 
verse conditions, is obviously one of the major 
gramophonic triumphs of our time. The authentic 
tradition of Bach's own church pervades the entire 
recording. Günther Ramin, organist of St. Thomas’ 
and famous musicologist is an ideal choice for 
conductor. 


The Passion, composed during 1728/29 is one 
of Bach's crowning achievements, and has. long 
deserved a performance such as this. The first per- 
formance took place, as far as can be ascertained, 
on Good Friday, April 15, 1729, although there 
is no evidence of this in the autograph score which 
was prepared for a performance about 1740. Part 
Il, however, was published at Easter, 1729, so the 
inference is a fair one. The first performance was 
given at St. Thomas Church, Leipzig, as was Men- 
delssohn's revival, some 100 years later, Therefore, 
great authenticity is attached to the present re- 
cording by Bach's own choir. 


The recording is magnificent throughout. The 
choir is large enough to give impressive renditions 
of the larger choruses, while preserving the flexi- 
bility that Bach's contrapuntal writing demanded. 
A harpsichord is used as a continuo rather than the. 
organ. 


The soloists, who are familiar to most record 
collectors, are ideally suited to the demanding 
arias and recitatives. In a few cases, there has 
been a slight rearranging of the numbers in order 
to permit an aria to fit on one record side, with- 
out a break. This procedure is commendable, 


lt might be added that the set was released 
with different numbers when it appeared in Ger- 
many during the war. This is the first of the war- 
time issues to be released in England.

(oboe). The vocalists are all good and the instru- 
mentalists, excellent. The chorus, under Mr. Shaw's 
spirited direction, is very effective. This is the 
only complete recording of this Cantata available 
at the present time (early recordings in French 
and Catalan: were abridged and are no longer 
available). 


The recording is very good, with a fine balance 
between the chorus and the orchestra.

The vinylite pressings are 
of fair quality. It might be added that Dr. Klem- 
perer uses a harpsichord continuo. lt is unfortunate 
that none of the soloists were named on the labels, 
for they are most noteworthy.

There is some magnificent or- 
chestral playing, but many times Dr. Koussevitzky's 
rhythmic distortions interfere with the complete 
enjoyment of the work. The recording is very good.

Beethoven's pot-boiler "Wellington's Victory 
at Vittoria" has been recorded by the Janssen 
Symphony Orchestra, This work, composed at the 
request of Johann Maelzel, was originally con- 
ceived for a Panharmonicon, a kind of mechanical 
orchestra. The composer makes use of "Rule Bri- 
tannia", "God Save the King" and "Marlborough" 
in the various sections. Its great popularity in 
Beethoven's own day explains much about the 
early 19th century. The sections of the symphony 
are marked: The Combat; Assault March; Sym- 
phony of Victory. There was an ancient recording 
available at one time by Frieder Weissmann, but 
that has been withdrawn. The present recording is 
resonant and clear. 


Also included in the set is a recording of a 
little-known overture, "King Stephan," composed 
for the play by von Kotzebue. There is no other 
recording of this selection available at the present 
time. 

The plastic pressings are of excellent quality.

The Vienna Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra has maintained the high stand- 
ards it set during the pre-war days. With im- 
proved methods of recording, the orchestra sounds 
even better than it did years ago. There is plenty 
of room resonance, but little of the reverberation 
which marred some of the recordings. Herbert von 
Karajan has made a series of recordings with this . 
orchestra, the first of which we have just received.
